Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Culbertson's first set of 
configurations is different than the second set, and therefore the second set provides only some of the combinations and not every 
combination of fan-in and fan-out resources. 

Applicant's argument is unpersuasive. Of course Culbertson's second set is different from the first set, just like Applicants "new test 
patterns" are different from "failed test patterns". The difference between the sets is not sufficient to show that they do not teach the "every 
combination of fain-in and fan-out resources" feature. In Culbertson's Fig. 5; each reconfiguration of the set of resources is a "new test 
path". When testing is complete, all of these reconfigured "new test paths" will have tested "every combination of fan-in and fan-out 
recsources" as detailed in the Office Action. 
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
